A revision of practices in the treat- 
ment of criminals may be up for review 
before the next session of the General 


Assembly. 


Rep. Robert Scoggins of Rome, chair- 
man of a special committee to investigate 
several aspects of the eternal question of 
crime and punishment, has announced that 
the committee is in favor of special treat- 
ment for sex criminals. 

The committee recommended that this 
class come before a special examining 
group that would include specialists in 
mental illnesses. In addition, sex offend- 
ers at large would be under a sort of per- 
petual parole and be required to register 
with police authorities wherever they 


were. 


Society has been shocked at the ap- 
parent increase in sex crimes. This com- 
mittee was appointed following the mur- 
der of a 14-year-old Rome girl by a pa- 
rolee with a record of sex crimes. The 


committee’s recommendation is 


in 


line 


with modern thinking that sex deviates 
require the care of a psychiatrist rather 
than a jailer and sometimes both. It cer- 
tainly merits the attention of the Legisla- 


ture. 


The committee also reported favorably 
on the long-discussed question of making 
the records of habitual criminals known 
to jurors. At present this is not possible, 
with the result that many a hardened law- 
breaker gets off lightly. If this is against 
public policy, as it well may be, then 
the judge to whom such information is 
available should pass sentence rather than 
the jury. Or possibly, the defendant’s 
record should be made known to the jury 
only in the event that he is found guilty. 

The committee recommended, too, that 
those convicted of petty crimes be per- 
mitted to serve supervised sentences at 
home. This is done in counties where there 
are probation officers but there are re- 
grettably few such counties in Georgia. A

prisons and camps. And it would result in 
the rehabilitation of many who now learn 
much evil and little good as first termers 
at Reidsville.

This Marriage Racket 
Is a Rebuke to State 


Once more a Chattanooga judge has 
called attention to an unnecessary weak- 
ness in Georgia’s marriage laws of which 
the state should be ashamed. He points 
out that “spur of the moment” marriages 
in north Georgia result in 80 to 85 per 
cent of the cases on heavy divorce dockets 
there. 


Presumably this is true in all Tennes- 
see border areas, the situation contributing 
to am unsavory social problem that could 
be eliminated to a great extent by a simple 
change in Georgia law. 


Tennessee law requires a three-day 
waiting period, as well as blood tests, be- 
tween application and issuance of a mar- 
riage license. Georgia law requires only 
the blood test. The result is a large num- 
ber of “quickie” marriages that bring on 
a host of social and other problems that 
are unnecessary. 

- ‘This business of “quickie” marriages, 
in fact, has become a commercial business 
in these north Georgia areas with justices 
of the peace and other officials making 
the most of it. It is a shameful practice 
that should be ended and yet every effort 
to end it in the past has been stymied in 
the Georgia Legislature. 

The next session of the General Assem- 
bly should give serious consideration to 
the problem.

482nd Weekend Warriors 
Get Ready for Action 


The 482nd Fighter-Bomber Wing of 
the Air National Guard is on a two-week 
tour of active duty at Dobbins Air Force 
Base at Marietta. Around 850 airmen, 
mostly Georgians, are training for duties 
they would be called upon to perform 
in case of war or emergency. 

The wing has a special mission now 
that makes it all the more important to 
the Atlanta metropolitan area. That mis- 
sion is the air defense of Atlanta and 
north Georgia in case an enemy attack 
should materialize. Its personnel is now 
preparing itself for such an eventuality 
and it is most reassuring to the people of 
this area. 

The wing, now equipped with the latest 
F-84 Thunderjets, has a most distin- 
guished record.

Loyalty and morale of the unit is so 
high that more than 100 members com- 
mute from out of the state—some from 
as far away as Texas—to participate in its 
training.

Reserve units such as this, backed by a 
growing Air Force Reserve program to 
maintain specialties of expensively trained 
technicians, are becoming more and more 
important to the security of the nation.

Statistics Prove Value 


Of Salk Polio Vaccine 


In spite Of the terrible polio epidemic 
in Massachusetts, effectiveness of the 
Salk polio vaccine is proved by statistics 
that show a reduction of 65 per cent in 
polio deaths among children who have 
received their second shots. 

The over-all decline in fatalities in the 
nation is 46 per cent but the biggest de- 
cline came in the eight states which have 
given 75 per cent of the reported second 
shots. 

Of a total of 6,500,000 children receiv- 
ing the first shots there have been 247 
cases of the disease and only nine have 
died. 

Many states dropped the program after 
the unfortunate muddle about faulty vac- 
cine. Massachusetts was one of them. 
After the trouble was corrected. some 
States were afraid to go ahead with the 
program. Eighteen states are still holding 
up any vaccination program, 

It appears that the vaccine will live up 
to most of the expectations of Dr. Salk 
and others who contributed to its develop- 
ment. Polio is on the verge of being licked.

Administration Will Battle 
The Investigating Committees 


In The New York Times 


WASHINGTON--Within the next few months the administration 
will be embattled in a series of stubborn, slogging campaigns hurled 
at it by congressional investigating committees. 


Assault plans for a score of 
Democratic-led inquiries are al- 
ready being drawn by staff aides 
on Capitol Hill. Several already 
under way will resume when their 
leaders finish their vacations and 
political housekeeping. 

The three points at which the 
Democrats will hit hardest are the 
administration's power policy, its 
affinity for businessmen and its in- 
formation . policies. On each of 
these issues, the Democrats be- 
lieve they can at least create mild 


embarrassment for the admin- 
istration. If the ‘fishing’ is good, 


they believe, they can make trou- 
ble. 

For some investigating congress- 
men, a hard-hitting attack may 
pay off, if not in gain for the entire 
party, at least in personal popu- 
larity which pushes them toward 
the party’s top and supplies it with 
fresh leadership. Such is the pos- 
sibility open to Sen. Estes Kefau- 
ver, Democrat of Tennessee. 

Because foreign policy has al- 
most ceased to be a subject for 
debate and because the Commu- 
nist investigations have lost their 
political impact, sensationalism 
has largely gone out of congres- 
sional investigations in the last 
year. The prospect continues to be 
for less sensation. 

The schedule of pending in- 
quiries demonstrates how the pen- 
dulum has swung from these two 
emotion-charged subjects to more 
work-a-day affairs. The Democrats 
are concentrating, for example, on 
adininistration power policies. A 
House government operations sub- 
committee is now laying the 
groundwork for an investigation of 
the Hoover Commission's report on

water resources and power. The 
task force which formulated the 
report has been criticized by Dem- 


ocrats as a “stacked’’ group of 
private power advocates who 
should have been expected from 


the beginning to recommend dis- 
mantling of public power. 

This, substantially, is what their 
report did recommend, many 
Democrats contend. The House in- 
vestigation seems sure to drama- 
tize to the public the business 
backgrounds of the men who made 


the study and to document the 
Democratic argument. 
Sen. Kefauver is also stirring 


the power controversy. He made 
headlines in the closing weeks of 
Congress with a plodding, step-by- 
step investigation of the origins of 
the controversial Dixon-Yates pri- 
vate power contract. The senator 
has suspended the investigation un- 
til October. 

The House Government Opera- 
tions Committee is preparing at 
least eight inquiries into various 
phases of government operations. 
A Senate subcommittee studying 
the operation of the administra- 
tion's personnel security program 
will resume hearings probably 
after Labor Day. This has been a 
low-key affair to date and there is 
little possibility of its becoming po- 
litically significant in the fall. 

Relative serenity prevails over 
the Senate Permanent Investiga- 
tions Subcommittee, formerly led 
by Sen.. Joseph R. McCarthy, Re- 
publican of Wisconsin. Its staff is 
doing preliminary work on seven 
projects which have been unat- 
tended by publicity and it will 
have no open activity until the au- 
tumn.

Is Suit Center 


Expansion within the nation dur- 
ing the last decade has not been 
confined to industry, to the schools 
and churches. 
Nor has the pop- 
ulation grown in 
numbers only. 
Five years ago 
the average size 
in men’s suits ~ 
was a ‘'38”. To- & 
day the figures 4 
run to some- 
where between a ee 
39" and ‘'40". Saye 
The average in? & 
men's shirts is a® asain 
1549-33. That means 1514-inch col- 
lar and 33-inch sleeve length. 

You learn things like that in 
Bremen, Haralson County. 

Bremen, 50 miles due west from 
Atlanta and 14 miles from the Ala- 
bama line, is a crossroads. There, 
the Southern Railway intersects 
the Central of Georgia line to 
Rome. There, U.S. Highway 27 
crosses U.S. 78, the Bankhead 
Highway. 

The population of Bremen is 
pushing towards 3,000. It was 1,708 
in 1940. There are some residents 
who will tell you that more people 
work in the city than live there. 

The employment is in the men’s 
clothing industry. The Sewell Man- 
ufacturing Co. and the Warren 
Sewell Co. make suits — at Bre- 
men, Bowdon and Temple, The 
Hubbard Co. makes pants in Bre- 
men, Cluett-Peabody makes shirts, 
in Bremen and Buchanan. 


Bremen turns out 3 to 4 per 
cent of &@ll the men’s suits made in 
the nation. Count the production 
at Bowdon and the percentage 
rises to seven. 

Hogan Jones told me _ these 
things as he took us through the 
Sewell Manufacturing plant, where 
he is personnel manager. He said 
39 or 40 items go into the making 
of a coat. He said it would take 
39,000 suits to represent one each 
of every pattern and size on the 
production schedule. 

There are no double-breasted 
models in this season’s run of 
suits. There are only 900 with 
vests. When Latin America orders, 
the pants must be made shorter 
and the waistline longer than for 
the USA trade. The customer is 
stockier south of the border, 

Our tour had carried us to suits 
from. shirts. 

At the shirt factory, J. Henry 
Bell, the superintendent, showed 
us through, from spreads of fab- 
ric 91 feet long, 60 inches wide 
and more than 100 layers deep, to 
packaged product, 

Twenty-nine pieces of fabric go 
to make up the shirt on a man’s 
back, There are six parts to the 
collar alone, three plies in the 
band and three in the collar it- 
self. Some 60 operations are in- 


volved in shirt manufacture. The. 


statistics are strictly off the cuff. 

There wasn't time left to go 
through the pants plant. But suits, 
shirts and pants, unless man turns 
entirely nudist, the city of Bre- 
rnen, with environs, has the fu- 
ture pretty well sewed up.

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Bottle Feeding Baby 
Becomes Easier Task 


At the turn of the century the 
mother who could not nurse her 
baby was in trouble. She had to 
hire

Many early pediatricians es- 
tablished a reputation for their 
ability to keep these youngsters 
alive. 

Dr. Alton Goldbloom says the 
job of making or changing a 
formula was a major decision 
and in many children’s hospitals 
the chief pediatrician knew more 
about it than anyone else. The 
mixtures were so complicated 
the dietitian had to be a mathe- 
matician to prepare them. A 
typical formula was as follows: 
2-6.50-1.50 30-x7. 

This meant 2 per cent fat, 6.5 
Per cent sugar, 1.5 per cent 
protein; with a total of 30 ounces 
Of milk which was to be divided 
into seven feedings. The formula 
Was prepared in accordance with 
the baby’s weight, the presence 
Or absence of vomiting, and 
Character of the stools. 

These pioneers preferred raw 
milk because they thought boil- 
ing destroyed the ‘‘vital con- 
Stituents."" They were unscien- 
tific also when it came to de- 
termining the amount in each 
feeding. They gave as many 
ounces as the infant's age in 
months plus one. This meant that 
& 3-month-old baby received four 
ounces at each meal. Meanwhile, 
many 2-month-old breastfed 
tykes were thriving on seven to 
€ight ounces at a feeding. 

Supplementary feedings came 
during the second decade of the 


century, when vitamins became 
known.
